MORE VICTIMS FEARED IN OREGON EXPLOSION 


ROSEBURG, “Ore: taPr-—= 
Eight business blocks of this 
southern Oregon city, seared 
and shattered when a truck 
load of explosives blew up-like 
a bomb, were sealed off by the 
National Guard today while 
searchers sought more victims, 

At least 11 persons were 
killed early Friday when the 
6's tons of dynamite and other 
explosives detonated after fire 
spread to the parked truck 
from a nearby building blaze. 
It is feared the toll might rise 
to 30, 

Coroner C. H. Babbitt said he 
was certein there were other 
deaths. He said ashes, believed 
to be the remains of humans, 
were found in a charred room 
ing-house near the blast scene. 
The ashes are being sent to a 
laboratory for testing. 

Some 100 persons were in- 
jured by the blast, 52 of them 
requiring hospital treatment 

The explosion, which eye- 


~witnesses~seid sent a-column 
of flame hundreds of feet into 
the air, caused extensive dam- 
age to an eight-block section 
on the edge of the main busi- 
ness district. 

Buildings in some 22 blocks 
around the bdiast scene were 
damaged to a lesser extent. 
Firemen said-they had reports 
of windows being broken as 
far away as seven miles.

The 45-foot vessel] was. built 
by the former Hoffar-Beeching 
Shipyards Lid., in Vancouver 
in 1928, and after serving for 
a short time on the West 
Coast of Vancouver Island, 
was based at Ganges. Basi- 
cally she is the same today as 
then. 


|Still Up to Date 


Far ahead of her time, she 
can still comipare favorably 
with present day craft. She is 
an Outstanding sea boat for 
her size, and as late as 1948 | 
the PB17 was built on exactly 
the same lines. 

Although slightly larger, the | 
newer boat had the same lay- 
out, and was just recently re- 
placed by one.of the new fas- | 
ter craft. 

Constable Dan Tweedhope 
was in charge of the detach- 
ment on—Salt Spting Island 
when the PB6 (Patrol Boat 
No. 6) first arrived. She was 
then called the PML6 (Provin- 
cial Motor Launch No. 6). Pre- 
viously it had been necessary 
for him to hire a boat if his 
tiuties took him to the other 
Guilt. Islands. As a rule he 
engaged fishboat operator 
Charles Toynbee, who used to 
transport people throughout

Condensation is at a maximum in new homes, When 


your home was built, many 
materiais such as concrete,

Provide ventilation wherever 
possible, but do not try to ac- 
celerate the normal drying- 
out process in a new home. 
Creating high warming tem- 
peratures will only tend to 
cause an uneven drying which 
will, exaggerate the effects of 
normal shripkage, and can 
permanently glamage lumber 
and millwork in a new house. 
DAMPNESS NOT ALWAYS 
LEAKAGE ‘ 

The presence of water on 
basement walls. sometimes 
leads the homeowner to con- 
clude that the water is com- 
ing through the walls from 
the outside. Most frequently, 
however, dampriess in “base 
ments is the result of the con-: 
densation of warm moist air 
on the relatively ‘cool surface 
of the inside basement walls.

Automatic humidifiers 
Stalled .in heating plants or 
unvented gas-burning hot 
water heaters can cause high 
humidity in basément areas. 
Constant use of laundry equip- 
ment is another source of 
moisture vapor. In many cases 
this situation can be corrected 
by improved ventilation and 
humidity control. 

When condensation is not 
the culprit, check carefully 
outside your howse. Make sure 
the soil surrounding the house 
is banked properly to carry 
water away from the founda- 
tion. Check your drainspouts 
to see that they are working 
properly and are not clogged 
by foreign matter such as 
leaves. 

‘The rainwater coming out of 
them should flow away from 
the house—not |sink immedi- 
ately into'the ground, Concrete 
splash blocks are helpful to 
ensure. proper drainage. 

In cases where there Is"a” 
definite seepage through the 
basement wall, it can be ar- 
rested-..if it is not too severe 
by the application of port- 
land cement paint.

your home: 

1, Install exhaust

4. Ventilate crawl spaces and 
cover exposed earth with a 
vapor harrier of rol] roofing 
or poloyethylene film.

7..Maintain. proper drainage 
around building to keep mois- 
ture vapor from rising in the 
home. 

.8 Vent equipment such as 
water and space heaters and 
clothes dryers. 

9. Some warm air furnaces 
have humidifiers to raise mois- 
ture content in the air to a 
healthy level during winter. If 
excessive humidity develops, 
turn the humidifier off to pre- 
vent build-up of Water vapor. 

10. Check. walls for outside 
waler seepage, and repair all 
places where water may enter. 

11. Install storm windows. 
This reduces condensation by. 
raising the temperature of the 
inisde window surfaces. 

Moisture within the wails of 
a house can result in stained 
plaster, rotted wood, rusted 
meta} and ruined interior wall 
paint. After removing the 
cause of condensation within 
the house—uncirculated warm 
and motst- air ——a-good-wall- 
paint will help in_resisting the 
inroatis of moisture. It is well 
to remember that no type 
of exterior surface — wood, 
brick, stone or stucco—is"’in 


itself imprevious to the attacks ,
